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On the Impracticability of 
a Pafiage into the Paci- 
fic Ocean round the N. 
W.-Part of America. 


[From_ the Montauiy Review for 
June, 1784.] 


ESIDES thofe voyages which 

* fatisfy us that we muft not 
took for a paffage on this fide the 
Jatitude of 67 deg. north, we are 
indebted to the Hudfon’s Bay Com- 
pany for a journey by land, which 
throws much additional light on 
this matter, by affording what may 
be called demonftration, how much 
farther north, at leaft in fome parts 
of their voyage, mig mult go, 
before they can pafs fromone fide 
of Ameriea to the other. 

The Northern Indians, who 
come down to the Company’s fac- 
tories to trade, had brought to the 
knowledge of our people a river, 
which, on account of much cop- 
per being found near it, had obiai- 
ned the name of the Copper-mine 
river. The Company directed Mr. 
Hearne, a young gentieman in 
their fervice, and who having been 
brought up for the navy, aad ferv- 
ed in «. the war before laf, was 
extremely well qualified for the 
purpofe, to preceed over land, un- 
der the convey of thofe Iadians, 
for that river : which he had orders 
to furvey, if poffible, quite down 
to its exit into the fea, te make 
oblervations for fixing the latitudes 
and longitudes ; andto bring heme 
Maps and drawings, both of 1 and 
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the countries through which he 


fhould pafs. 


Accordingly Mr. Hearne fet 
out from Prince of Wales’s fort 
on Churchill river in lat ¢8 47: N. 
long 94.7 W. on the 7th of Dec. 
17°70; and all his proceedings are 
regularly recorded in a well-writ- 
ten Journal, the publication of 
which would be a very acceptable 
prefent to the world, if he could be 
prevailedon to give it; as it draws 
a plain, artlefs picture of the fav- 
age modes of life, the fcanty means 
of fubfiftence, and indeed the fin- 
gular wretchednefs, in every ref- 
pect, of the various tribes, who, 
without fixed habitations, pafs their 
miferable lives in roving over the 
dreary deferts and frozen Jakes of 
the immenfe tract of continent 
through which Mr. Hearne paffed, 
and which he may be faid to have 
added to the geography of the 
giobe*.

* As 2 proof of the inconceivable wretch- 
ednefs 1.4 aatiery to which thefe people are 
fubject, we thall give the two following ex- 
tracts trom Mr. Hearne’s Journal: one of 
them is inferred in the work now before us, 
(Cook’s iaft Voyage) and the other fell acci- 
dentatiy taco our hands fome years ago. 

‘© We arrived at the Copper-mine river 
on the 13th of july, and as I found atrer- 
wards, adcut 40 mtles from its exit into the 
fea. On our arrival at the river, the Iniii- 
ans difpatched thre: men before, as inies, 
to fee Mf any [fgu masx Indians were about 
rie river: andon the sth of the tame 
month, as I was coatinuing my furvey to- 
wards the mouth of the river, [ met the fpies 


who iutorimed me there were 5 tents of Ef- 





In the month of June 1771, be- 
ing then at a place called by the 
natives Conge-catha-wha-chaga, he 
found his latitude, by two obferv- 
ations to be 68 47 N. and his Jon. 
by-account 24 1 W. of Churchill 
river. They left this place on the 
od. and travelling ftill to the weft- 
ward of north, on the 13th they 
reached Copper-mine river, and 
Mr. Hearne was greatly furprifed 
to find it differ fo effentially from 
the defcriptions which had beem gi- 
ven of it by the natives, at the 
Fort. For, inftead of being navi- 


gable 





guimaux on the weft fide of the river, and 
by their accounts of the diftance, I judged 
they were about twelve miles off. On re- 
ceiving this news, no more attention was 
paid to ty furvey, but their whole thought 
was engaged on planning the beft method of 
ftealing on them the enfuing night, and 
killing them while afleep. The better to 
complete their defign it was neceflary to 
crois the river, and by the account of the 
{fpies, no place was io proper for that purpofe 
as where we were, it being fine and {mooth: 
and at fome diftance from any catarafit. Ac- 
cordingly afierthey had put their guns, tar- 
gets, {pears &c. in orcer, we were ferried 
over the river, the doing of which (as we 
had only three canoes) took up a confidera- 
ble time. It muft be obferved that before 
we fet out on the weft fide all the men paint- 
ed their targets, fome with the image of the 
Sun, others with the Moon, others with dif- 
ferent kinds of birds and beafts of prey, and 
fome had the images of fairies, and other 
imaginary beingson them, which, accord- 
ing to thete fijly imaginvations, are the inha- 
betants ef the different elements, as the 
earth, fea, air, &c. By a ftri& enquiry in- 
to the reafon of this fuperflition, T found 
that each man had the image of that Rting 
painted on his target, which he relied4noit 
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gable by fhips as they reported, it 


was fcarcely navigable, in that 


part, by an Indian canoe, having 
three falls in fight at one time, and, 
being choaked up with fhoals and 
ftony ridges, which reached almoft 
quite acrofs it. 
Here Mr. Hearne began his fur- 
vey of the river, and continued it 
quite to its mouth, near which it 
was that the Indians committed 


the horrible maffacre recorded ‘in - 


the note. He found the river all 


the way even to its_exit.into the - 
fea, incumbered. with .fhoals and 


falls, and emptying itfelf into. it 
over a dry flat of the fhorg, the 
tide being then out, which teem- 
ed, by the edges of the ice, to rife 
about twelve or fourteen feet.-- 
This rife, on account of the falls, 
will carry 1t but a very {mall way 





on for fuccefs in the intended battle with the 
Ejquimaux : and iome were contented with 
a fiagle repreieatation, whilt others, doubt- 
ful | fuppofe of the power of any fingle be- 
ing, would have their targets covered to the 
very margin with hieroglyphics, quite un- 
intelligible. 
** This piece of Superitition being com- 
pleated, we began to advaace towards the 
teats of the Eiqu:maux, always walking in 
low grounds and being very careiul how we 
croff-d any hills, for tear of being feen by 
the inhabitants. ‘he number of my gang 
being fo far fuperior to the five tems of Ei- 
quimaux, and the warlike manner in which 
they were equipped, in proportion to what 
might be expected of the poor Eiquimaux, 
rendered a total maflacre inevitable, unlefs 
kind Providence fhould work a miracle tor 
their prefervation. ‘The land was fo fituat- 
ed that we waiked under cover of the hills till 
we came within 200 yards of their tents, 
where the Indians that were with me lay 
fometime in ambufh, watching the motions 
of the Efquimaux (for we were in full fight 
of their tents). The Indians advifed me to 
ftay here till the fight wasover, with which 
i would by ro means comply, for | thought 
when the Efguimaux were furprifed, they 
would fly every way for refuge, and if they 
found me alone, not knowing me from an 
enemy, they would lay violent hands on me 
when there were none toaffit. I theretore 
determined to accompany them, affurin 
them at the fame time that 1 would have no 

















within the river’s mouth, fo that 


. the water in it had not the leaft 


brackith tafte. Mr. Hearne is ne- 
verthelefs fure of the place it emp- 
tied itfelf'into being the fea, or a 
branch of it, by the quantity of 


«whalebone and feal fkins which the 


Ffquimaux had at their tents, and 
alio by the number of feals which 
he faw upon the ice. ‘The fea, at 
the river’s mouth, was full of ifl- 
ands and fhoals, as far as he could | 
fee by the affiftance of a pocket te- 


Jefcope ; and the ice was not yet 
(July 17th) broken up, but thaw- 


ed away only for about three quar- 
ers of a mile from the fhore, and 


| for a tittle way round the iflands 


and fhoals which lay off the river’s 
mouth. But he had the molt ex- 
tenfive view of the fea, when he 
was about eight miles up the river, 
from which ftation the extreme 


parts of it bore N. W. b. W. and 
N. E. 





hand in the murder unlefs I found it neceff- 
ary for my own fafety. They teemed high- 
ly plealed at my propofal, aad dire¢tly fixed 
a {pear and bayonet for me, but I had no tar- 
get. By the time this was all fettled it was 
near one o’clock in the morning, when find- 
ing all the Eiqaimaux afleep in their tents, 
they ran on them without being difcovered 
unti! they came clofe to their very doors. 
they then began the cruel maffacre while I 
ftood neuter in the rear, and in a few feconds 
a fcene truly fhocking prefented itielf to 
my view. For as the poor unhappy victims 
were furprifed in the midi of their fleep, 
they had neither power nor time to make a- 
ny refiftance, but men, women and children 
ran out of their tents quite naked. Butalas, 
where could they fly for shelter ! They eve- 
ry foul fell a facrifice to Indian barbarity, 
in allnear thirty. The fhrieks and groans 
of the poor expiring fouls were truly horvri- 
ble, and this was much increafed by the 
fight of one poor girl (qbout 18 years old) 
whom they killed fo near to me, that when 
the firft {pear was ftruck into her, the fell 
down and twifted about my feet and legs, 
and it was with much difficulty I difenpaged 
mylelf from her dying grafps. As the Ind- 


| iens purfued her, I folicited for her life, but 
| fofar was it from being granted, that I was 
| mot fully affured of my own being in entice 
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By the time Mr. Hearne had §- 
nifhed his furvey of the river, which 
was about one o’clock in the mor. 
ning of the 18th, there came ona 
very thick fog and drizzling rain, 
and as he had found the river anq 
fea in every refpect unlikely to be 
of any utility, he thought it unne. 
ceffary to wait for fair weather, to 
determine the latitude more exa@. 
ly by obfervation, but by the extra. 
ordinary care he took in oblervin 
the courfes and diftances walk 
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fafe'y for offering to fpeak in her behalf. 
When I begged her lite the two fellows that 
followed her made no reply, till they had 
bo:h their ipears throtigh her fixed into the 
ground: they then boc looked me fternly 
1a the face, and began to upbraid me by 
afking if 1 wanted an Efqguimaex wife; at 
thé fame time paying no regard to the loud 
thrieks of the poor girl, who was twining 
round the {pears like an eel. Indeed I was 
obliged at laft to defire that they would be 
more expeditious in difpatching her out of 
her milery, left otherwile I fhouid be obli- 
ged out of pity, to affift in performing tha 
friendly office. Vhe brutith manner in 
which they uled the bodies, which they had 
deprived of life is too fhocking, and would 
be too indecent to defcribe, and the terror 
of mind I was in from fuch a fitwation is fo 
much eafier to be conceived than defcribed, } 
that I fhali not attempt it. When they had 
compleated this moft inhuman murder, we 
obferved feven more tents on the oppofite 
fideof the river. It muft here be obierved, 
that when the {pies were on the look out, 
they could not tee the feven tents jut onder 
themon acconnt of the bank hanging to 
much over; and only faw the five tents that 
were onthe other fide ot the river, which ia 
that part is not above 80 yards acrofs, Tik 
Indians of thefe other tents were foon in 
great confufion, bnt did not offer to make 
their eicape. The Indians fired many hot 
at them acrofs the river, but the poor Et 
quimaux were fo unacquainted with the nm 
ture of guns, that when the bullets ftruck 
the wee they ran in great bodies to ie 
what was fentthem, and feemed curious 1 
examining the pieces of lead which they 
found flatted of the rocks, till at Jaft ont 
man was fhot through the leg, after which 
they embarked in their canoes, with thei 
wives and children, and paddled to a fhad 
inthe river. When my Indians had mad 
all their obfervations on the bodies, as# 
bove mentioned, and had plundered the 
tents of all their copper-work (which te 

























































from Congecathawhachaga, where 
he had two very good obfervations, 
he thinks the latitude may be de- 
ended on within 20 m. at the ut- 
moft. It appears from the map 
which Mr. Hearne conftructed of 
this fingular journey, that the 
mouth P the Copper-mine river 
lies in lat. 72 N. and lon. 119 W. 
of Greenwich. ; 
Mr. Hearne’s journey back 
from the Copper-mine river to 
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and the Copper Indians afed inftead of iron) 
they aflembled at the top of aa high hill, 
ftanding in a circle with their {pears erect 
in the air, and gave fhouts of victory, call- 
ing Zima! Tima! by way of derifioa to 
the furviving Efquimaux who were ftanding 
on the fhoal. We then went op the river 
about halfa mile, to the place where our 
canoes and baggage were, with an intent to 
crofs over and plunder the other feven tents. 
It taking ap a confiderable time to get ail 
acrofs the river, as wehadonly three canoes 
and being entirely under cover of the rocks, 
the poor Efquimaux whom we left on the 
fhoal, thought we were gone avout our own 
bufinefs, and had returned to their own 
tents again. And the land was fo fituated 
on the eait fide that the Iadians went under 
cover of the hills, until they were within a 
hundred yards of their tents, where they 
faw the Eigquimaux bufy in tying up their 
bundies. They ran on them again with 
great fury, but having their canoes ready, 
they allembarked, and reached the thoals 
betoremeationed, except one poor old man, 
who being too attentive in tying up his 
things, had aot time toreach his canoe, and 
fo feil a facrifice to Indian fary. Alter the 
Indians had plaadered thele tents. of what 
they thought worth their notice, they threw 
their tent poles into the river, broke their 
ftone kettles, and did all they could to di- 
itre{s the poor furvivors. We found aa aged 
woman ata fmali diltance up the river, fna- 
ring of falmon, whom they buichered in the 
fame manner, every maa having a thrui 
at her with his {pear.”’ 

‘The other extract is as follows : 

‘* This day, January itih 1772, as the 
Indians were hunting, fome of them faw a 
ftrange fnov-fhoe track, which they follow- 
ed, aad at a confiderable dittance came to a 
lictle hat, where they found a young woman 
fitting alone. ‘Taey brought her to the 
tents, andon exanviniog her found that the 
was one of the weftern dog-ribbed Indians, 
and had been taken prifoner by the Avatha - 
peicow ladians in the jammer of 1770, aad 





Churchill lafted till June 30, 1772, 


fo that he was abfent almoft a year. 


and feven months. The unparallel- 
ed hardfhips he fuffeged, and the 
effential fervice he performed, have 
met with a fuitable reward from 
his mafters. He has been feveral 
years Governor of Prince of Wales 
Fort, where he was taken prifoner 
by the French, in 1782, and laft 
fummer returned to his ftation. — 

The confequences refulting from 
this extenfive difcovery are obvi- 
ous. We now fee that the contin- 
ent of North-America ftretches 
from Hudfon’s Bay fo far to the 
north-weft, that Mr. Hearne tra- 





when the Indians who took her prifoner 
were near this place in 1771 fhe eloped from 
them, with an intent to return to her own 
country, But it being fo far off, and when 
fhe was taken prifoner having come all the 
way in canoes, with the winding of rivers 
and lakes, fhe had forgot the way, and had 
been in this little hut ever fince the begin- 
ning of fall. By her account of the moons 
- fince her elopement, it appears to have 
een the middle of laft July when hhe left the 
Arathapeicow Indians, and fhe had not feen 
a human face fince. She had fupported 
herfelf by fnaring rabbits, partridges and 
fquirrels, and was now in good health and 
I think, as fine a womanof a real Indian, as 
I have feen in any part of North-America. 
She had nothing to make fnares of but the 
finews of rabbit’s legs and feet, which fhe 
twilted tocether for that purpofe, and of the 
rabbit’s fkins had made a neat and warm 
wiater’s cloathing. ‘The ftock of materials 
fhe took with her when fhe eloped, confitted 
of about five inches of an iron hoop for a 
knife, a ftone fteel, and other hard flenes for 
flints, together with other fire tackle, as tin- 
der, &c. about an inch and an half of the 
fhank of the fhoeing of an arrow, of iron, 
of which the made an awl. She had not 
been long at the tents, before ha!f a {core of 
men wreitied to fee who fhould have her for 
awife. Shefays, that when the Arathape- 
fcow Indians took her prifoner they tole up- 
on the tentsin the night, when all the inha- 
bitants were afleep, and murdered every 
foul except hericif and three other young 
women. Her father, motherand hufband 
were in the fame tent with her, and they 
were all killed. _Her child of about five 
months old the took with her, wrapt in a 
bundle of her own clothing undifcover’d, in 
the night. But when fhe arrived at the 
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velled near 1300 miles before ne 
arrived at the fea, and that the 
whole of his track to the north- 
ward of 61d. north lat. lay near 
600 miles due Weft of the weftern 
coaft of Hudfon’s Bay, at the fame 
time that his Indian guides were.

gang for laughter. Hercountry is far to 
the weftward that fhe fays the never faw any 
iron or other metal till fhe was taken prifon- 
er, thofe ofher tribe making their hatchets 
and chiffels of deer’s horns, and knives of 
ftone and boxe, their arrows are thed with a 
kind of flate, bong, and deer’s horns, and 
their inftraments to make their wood work 
are nothing but beaver’s tecth.- They have 
frequently heard of the ufeful materials that 
the nations to the eaft of them are fupplied 
with from the Englifh, but inftead of draw- 
ing nearer tobe in the way of trading for 
iron work &c. are obliged to remove farther 
back to avoid the Arathapefcow Indians, as 
they make furprifing flaughter among them 
every year, both wioter and fummer.” 





An extraordinary inftance of AVA- 
RICE providentially punifhed. 


. A ONfGeur Fofcue, one of the 
farmers general ef the pro- 

vince of Languedoc in France, 
who had amafied a confiderable 
wealth by grinding the faces of the 
poor within his province; and every 
other means however low, ‘bafe, or 
cruel, by which he rendered him- 
felf univerfally hated, was ordered 
y the government to raife a eon- 
fiderable fum : Upon which, as 
an excufe for not complying with 
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the demand, he pleaded extreme 
poverty ; but, fearing left 
some of the inhabitants of Langue- 
doc, fhould inform to the contrary, 
and his houfe be fearched, he 
refolved on hiding his tre: has re in 
‘fuch a manner, as to efcape the 
moftt ftrict examination. He dug 
a kind of cave in his wine- cellar, 
which he made fo large and deep 
that he uiec to go. down in it witha 
ladder; at the entrance was a door 
with a fpring-lock on it, which en 
fhutting would faften of itfelf. 
Very lately Monf. Fofcuewas mif- 
fing, and diligent fearch was 
made for him in every place: the 
ponds were drawn, and every me- 
thod, which human imagination 
could fugceft, was taken for: finding 
him,, but all in vain. In a fhort 
time after his houfe was fold, and 
the purchafer beginning either to 
re-build it, or to make fome alter- 
ations in. it, the workmen. dif- 
covered a door in the cellar, with 
akey inthe lock, which he order- 
ed to be opened, and on. going 
down they. found Monf. Fofcue lay- 
ing dead on the ground, witha can- 
dleftic near him, but no candle tn 
it, which he had eat; and, on 
fearching farther, they found the 
valt wealth which he had amaffed. 
It is fuppofed that when Monf. 
Fofcue went into his cave, the door 
by accident fhut after him, and be 
ing out of the call.of any perfon, 
he perifhed for want of 
food. He had gnawed the fieth off 
both his arms, as is fuppofed, for 
fubfiftence. Thus. did this. mifer 
die inthe midft of his-treafure, to 
the fcandal of himfelf and the-pre- 
judice of the ftare.

PHILADELPHIA, Auguft 3. 

A letter received by a refpectable 
French merchant in this city, from 
Orient, dated March 31, 1786, 
fays, “* Our partner writes us from 
Paris, that, notwithftanding there 
is nothing yet brought to conclu- 
fion concerning Mr. Mortis’s con- 
tract, nor the price and conditions 
of purchafe to be fixed for tobacco 
imported into France by private 
Merchants, he has, however, fuc- 
ceeded to get an order from the 
Minitter of” France, directing the 
farmers general to buy from our 
houfe all the tobacco we have now 
here in ftore, at the price of 36 
livres for the beft quality of Virgi- 
nia, and the lower fort in that pro- 
portion, which makes an augment- 
ation of about ten per cent. on the 
prices which were offered to us by 
the farmers general. We expect 
to begin ina few days the delive- 
ry of tobacco, unlefs the farmers 
fhould raife fome difficulties, which 
however, would foon be fet afide, 
our minifters being now well dif- 
pofed to give encouragement to 
that branch of trade; and we ex- 
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& to hear in a fhort time from 
aris, that an alreration has been 
made in the contraét between the 
farmers general and Mr. Robert 
Morris, much to the advantage of 


the merchants interefted in this 
cafe.”

The above letter-writer feems to 
infinuate that the order from the 
minifter of France, directing the 
farmers general to buy tobacco, 
was a matter confined to their dou/e 
only, and on reading the fame it 
appears as if all others were exclud- 
ed.

A letter from, Nafhville, on 
Cumberland river, to a gentleman 
in Newbern, dated May 28, fays, 
“© The inhabitants of the weftern 
country who live remote from this 
fettlement, have lately been much 
alarmed by the Indians. Many 
white men have been killed within 
the four laft weeks by the Savages. 
All the murders fo far as I can 
Jearn, have been committed by the 
Cherokees, and moft.of them, 4 be- 
lieve, by that rafcally tribe the 
Chickemagoes. ‘Since the late war 
there have been feveral inflances of 
a carelefs traveller or hunter being 
killed by the Indians, but thofe 
inf.ances were fingle and detached. 
Of late, the murcers have been fie- 
quent, and three or four peifons 
have been killed in compzny: Such 
are the confequences of the late 
treaty of peace with the Indians. 
Are we to believe that peace was 
made for the purpofe of bringing 
about a general war? Stranve 
ffories are circulating concerning 
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the treaty. It is faid that the com- 
miflioners encouraged the Indians 
to take back the land which they 
had formerly fold. It is alfo faid 
that they have given up the path 
that leads to this country, with 
hopes of preventing people from 
coming to fettle on the waters of 
Cumberland river. Alfo that after 
the Commiffioners had flattered 
the Indians with the hope of large 
prefents, fome of the Chickema- 
goes were fent hame, greatly exaf- 
perated without a fingle watch 
coat. We do not think that the 
commiffioners intend to make war, 
but they have occafioned it, and 
every body here expeéts that Con- 
erels or fuch commiflioners as they 
fhall appoint, will contrive to put 
the fire out which they have kin- 
dled, and leave us at leaft in as 
good a ftate as they foundus. As 
to the plan of preventing this coun- 
try from being feteled, it cannot 
fucceed—We have the moft fertile 
foil on the face of the earth, the 
water is good and the climate 
healthy ; and this couftry was cer- 
tainly intended by heaven to 
give fut fiftence to a great body of 
people, and neither the devil, nor 
all his emiffaries will be able to 
prevent it. We have fairly bought 
our land of the flate, or obtained it 
by military fervice, and we will 
not readily part with it. We are 
alrecdy too ftrong to apprehend 
any thing dangerous from the Indi- 
ans, and people are daily coming 
tc fettle omong us: and it Congrefs 
or the ftate to which we belong, 
do net find means to quiet the 
Chicken .agees, we fhall Co it our- 
{cives; Cut we had rather the fove- 
reign flonid draw the fword when 
it is drawn—In the mean time we 
fall try to exercife patience.”
